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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 
(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 


No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of October, November, December, and Year, 1934. 


October.—The month of October was most disappointing. In few instances was, the 
monthly average rainfall exceeded and the deficiencies were considerable, except in the extreme 
South-West and on parts of the South coast. In the Northern and Central wheat areas totals 
averaged about a quarter of an inch, and in the Southern section between half and three- 
quarters of an inch, with aggregates ranging up to over one inch in the vicinity of the 
Cranbrook-Kojonup-Jarramongup area. The Eastern and North-Eastern wheat areas received 
practically no rain as did the inland section of the Northern wheat belt. In the tropic, Wynd- 
ham 35 points and Hall’s Creek 12 points were the only falls recorded. 


Few frosts were reported during the period, and temperatures increased as the month 
advanced, Laverton reaching the century on the 2lst, and Murgoo and Yalgoo on the, 28th, 
At Winning Pool, where the temperature exceeded 100 degrees on several occasions, 107 
degrees was reached on the 28th. 


A cyclonic storm, centred over the Bight on the 5th and 6th, caused heavy Southerly weather 
with gales and rough to high seas about our South-West corner and adjacent ocean areas, and 
on the 12th and 13th a repetition of these conditions was brought about from another simi- 
larly placed storm centre which resulted from the merging of tropical ‘and Southern 
activities. 


November.—The rainfall that affected Western Australia during November may be divided 
into three sections. First the tropical rains which mark the commencement of the seasonal 
rains in the Kimberleys. Scattered rains fell on seven or eight days in the North and East 
Kimberley, but nothing on the West Kimberley coast, and between Wyndham and Turkey 
Creek excesses from half to one inch were shown. In this large area the Bureau receives 
telegraphic reports from only six stations, and it is highly probable that some heavier falls 
have occurred in the wetter country to the North in the vicinity of Port George IV. and the 
Drysdale River and to the stations adjacent to the Northern Territory. 


In the De Grey and inland Fortescue a good beginning to the seasonal rains was made on 
the 16th and 17th, when a tropical depression was responsible for over-average falls at many 
stations. 


Throughout the fruit and dairying country, the agricultural districts, and the South Cool- 
gardie Goldfields the 5th, 6th, and 7th saw general rains which were of great value to crops 
in view of the rain shortage in October. Unfortunately in some cases the rain wias accom- 
panied by hail which resulted in crop losses. Light falls were also recorded, chiefly in Southern 
districts, on other days during the month, but the recordings were of little value. 


As before mentioned, the South Coolgardie fields received the benefits of the rains 
between the 4th and 6th, but unfortunately the falls did not penetrate to any of the stations 
lying between Yundamindera, Laverton, and Lawlers, or Sandstone and Youanmi, while very 
little rain was received in the Gascoyne. 


Although there were some hot days, the mean maximum, 74 degrees, was one of the lowest 
ever recorded at Perth, during November. This was principally due to the succession of cool 
temperatures experienced between the 20th and 29th, which constituted a record cool spell for 
November. 


December.—December, 1934, generally speaking was a dry month. In the Kimberleys the 
November rains were not followed up by any substantial falls, and totals in consequence were 
greatly under the average. Excluding a few trivial showers, no rain fell in the De Grey, 
Fortescue, and West Gascoyne, but some light falls were noted on the 23rd in the East Gas- 
coyne and Goldfields. The agricultural districts and West and South-West coastal areas were 
visited by some occasional showers, but only in the more Southern districts were the totals 
above the average. 


Temperatures were as a rule cooler than usual ‘in sub-tropical areas, although some 
occasional hot days were met with. Some high temperatures were experienced in the Pilbara 
district, the most notable being 117 degrees at Marble Bar on the 26th, while Perth’s hottest 
day during the month, 102.8 degrees. occurred on the 10th. The metropolitan area and the 
sub-tropical portions of the State generally experienced pleasant day and night temperatures 
during the Christmas and New Year holidays. 


Year.—The 1934 rain map disclosed a general shortage throughout the East Kimberley 
and over the Northern Goldfields, but elsewhere, owing to heavy March and April rains, a 
general excess was noted, which was particularly shown over the West Kimberley coast and 
throughout the North-West. 
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In the Kimberleys the year opened with disappointing gaugings in January and February, 
the rain falling in the shape of scattered thunderstorms, and widespread rains such as are 
expected during these months were entirely lacking. In March, however, except in the East 
Kimberley, substantial gaugings were registered and a good season was assured. In the 
East Kimberley the shortage of rain was evident from the general appearance of the country, 
but fortunately in July a widespread rain occurred. It was more extensive than any 
experienced in this particular month since 1895. River levels were very high and there was 
a profuse growth of grass. The usual dry weather ensued during the following three months, 
iand then the seasonal tropical rains commenced in the North and Hast Kimberley during 
November, some good falls being recorded. Unfortunately these were not followed up during 


December, and that month closed with rain anxiously looked for at many stations. 


In the North-West and Fortescue good falls were reported at many sections throughout 
January and February, while in March two outstanding rainstorms due to willy-willy in- 
fluences caused record March rains at many stations. These were followed up in April by 
further heavy rains, floods being everywhere experienced and all‘transport held up. At 
Onslow on the 28th the willy-willy caused great destruction, the centre of the disturbance 
Very little rain fell during the next six months, but a good beginning 


passing over that town. 
as made when good over-average rains fell at many stations 


for the following season’s rains W 
during November. 

Throughout January and February very little rain visited the Murchison and Goldfields 
country, but during January good falls were reported from the Gascoyne. March and April 
saw exceptionally heavy rains in connection with the willy-willies before-mentioned. Flood 
conditions were reported throughout the Gascoyne extending to Wiluna, where some excep- 
tional falls occurred. Rivers were in flood and traffic of all descriptions was held up for 
some time. In April the best falls for many months were registered in the Southern Mur- 
chison and Goldfields. This was the last of the heavy rains for the year, and only light to 
moderate recordings were revealed from month to month. In view of the flood rains earlier 
jn the year the only section in urgent need of a heavy downpour was the Northern Goldfields, 
where conditions were very dry, although stock still maintained good condition. 


In the agricultural districts during January losses to crops were occasioned by severe 
hailstorms, fires, and heavy winds. A change from the excessively hot sultry weather which 
was a feature of the summer on the coast and throughout the agricultural districts, occurred 
early in Mareh when heavy rains fell. They caused great havoc and chains of roadway dis- 
appeared, bridges and culverts were washed away, miles of fencing destroyed, stock and 
machinery lost, while gardens and orchards suffered severely. On the other hand, in the 
majority of cases dams were filled and water carting ceased. Heavy rains also fell early in 
April, and floodings and washaways again occurred. Good falls occurred in the Northern 
central and Southern districts during May and June, but in the Eastern and North-Eastern 
areas the rainfall was much lighter. Rains fell in July and August, but the late sown crops 
were still backward, while in the more Westerly portions the prolific growth of weeds was very 
pronounced. The spring falls were very weak and crops, particularly the late-sown ones, 
received a severe setback which was accentuated by widespread rust damage in the Northern 
and Eastern districts. Some good crops have been harvested, but on the other hand there are 
very many poor ones.

No. 49.—Index numbers representing the Trend of Employment in Faetories and Works, com- 
piled on the basis of monthly returns specially collected from establishments which 
furnish approximately 35 per cent. of the total employment in Secondary Industries. 


The Annual Mean Employment for the year 1929-30 has been taken as a base equalling 100. 
The index number for 1930-31 fell to 77. The indices in the table hereunder show the fluctuations
